Banning Strike and 
Political Action 


“THE public be damned.” 


Frick, the railroad king, made this state- 
ment many years ago, and when it is re- 
echoed time and again by the open-shop 
spokesmen, no one is surprised although 
indignant. But when a Southern California 
public corporation, supported by public taxes, 
adopts this attitude and defends it with 
guns, teargas and violence, it comes with a 
shock to hundreds of thousands of people. 
It calls out for immediate action. 


"The Metropolitan Water District, com- 
prised of 13 member cities, is publicly on 
record for damning the public, as well as 
violating the Wagner Labor Relations Act, 
in its violent refusal to bargain collectively 
with the striking tunnel workers of Banning. 
D. C. Leadbetter, district spokesman, has 
announced his intention to break the strike 


“even if it costs $10,000,000." 


With whose $10,000,000 does Mr. Lead- 
better intend to break the strike? With 
$10,000,000 out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers in the |3 member cities of the Metro- 
politan Water District. And he is paying a 
small army of armed thugs and scabs in 
Banning in his attempt. Workers have been 
shot and beaten up by both thugs and 
sheriff's deputies in Riverside County. Re- 
cently Leadbetter staged a fake dynamiting 
and tried to pin responsibility for it on the 
union. 


If ever a strike showed the necessity for 
independent political action by labor and its 
allies, this strike of over 1,200 tunnel work 
ers, members of the CIO Intl. Mine, Mill & 
Smelter Workers, provides the evidence. Peo- 
ple’s officials in these 13 cities would have 
settled this strike before it started, on the 
fair basis of the union’s demands. As it 1s, 
the strike is costing the public $25,000 a 
day in interest on the RFC loan alone. 

It is of utmost importance to all labor, par- 
ticularly in Southern California, that this 
strike be won. Labor and its friends must 
apply pressure on the city councils in the 13 
cities, to demand the removal of Leadbetter 
and other officials responsible for the terror- 
istic attempt to smash the union, and to de- 
mand granting of the strikers’ demands. Fin- 
ancial support for the strikers should be sent 
to the strike Committee.

we have not yet even been able 
to extend and take full advan- 
tage of the success of our arms, 
which has permitted the enemy 
to deal us several serious blows. 

“In spite of the hard lessons 
of the North, there still can be 
a ‘healthier atmosphere in our 
rear-guard, a lessening of the 
tension which has been degen- 
erating into internal struggles 
between the forces which have 
but a single mission: to win the 
war.” 


New Unity 


“In order to put an end to 
this situation’ With the greatest 
tapidity,” it continues, “the Po- 


litical Committee of the Commu- 
nist Party has decided to make 
a new effort to realize and con- 
solidate the unity of all honest 
and sincere anti-fascist forces 

“In the unity ‘of all these 
forces is to be found the su 
preme guarantee of our  tri- 
umph.”’
